The Railway Award. 


The award of the Irish Railway Arbitra- 
tion Tribunal, signed by the Chairman, Mr. 
W. Carrigan, K.C., was issued on Satur- 
day. This Tribunal, it will be remem- 
bered, started its deliberations in Dublin 
three weeks ago, and sat in session for 
several days. It was composed of five 
representatives of the Irish railway com- 
panies and five representatives of their 
employés, with Mr. Carrigan as an im- 
partial Chairman, Its terms of reference 
included the proposed reduction of wages, 
the extension of working hours, the ques- 
tion of standardisation, and various other 
matters arising out of the end of Govern- 
ment control. The award narrows these 
terms down to the problems of standardisa- 
tion and working hours, It recommends 


that the standardisation principle shall 


be applied to the settlement of wages and 
conditions of service on the Irish railways, 
subject, however, to an important proviso. 
First of all, the various railways, or 
groups of railways, must be classified in 
such a way as to ensure, so far as reason- 
ably possible, that like rates of wages and 
conditions of service. in the same class 
shall prevail throughout the entire Irish 
system. In regatd to working hours, the 
Tribunal has recognised the vast difference 
between the Irish and British railways. 
It declares that the maintenance of the 
eight-hours’ day is “right and reasonable ” 
in some grades of the Irish railway service, 
but adds that its maintenance in the case 
of every worker on all lines “is not possible, 
consistently with the solvency of these 
undertakings, or their restoration to the 
same efficiency to serve the needs of the 
public as before the period of Government 
Consequently, the Tribunal 
finds that a universal eight-hours’ day 
should not be maintained on the Irish rail- 
ways. 

With this award all sensible men will 
be in full agreement. The eight-hours’ day 
has become a fetish among trade unions, 
and, as a general principle, it undoubtedly 
has much in its favour. The Irish rail- 
ways, however, are in a curious position, 
and their problems cannot be settled at 
present by the glib formulas of modern 
Socialism. The Government took over 
control of our railways at a time when 
they were in a prosperous condition. It 
handed them back to the companies in a 
condition of virtual bankruptcy, and saved 
them from ruin only by a grant of 
£3,000,000. The reason of this decline in 
the railways’ prosperity is to be found in 
the Government's bad economics, Before 
it took them over from the companies 


there was a mirked difference between the 


\ 


profits, than the Irish railways. Such 
niceties of economics, however, did not 
worry the Government. It promptly raised 
the Irish en’s wages to the 
British level, and afterwards granted 
increase after increase, until wages on both 
sides of the Channel had passed all 
economic bounds. — For this prodigality, 
of course, the taxpayer was forced to pay 
via the subsidy, and “decontrol’’ left the 
railway companies with the alternatives of 
reducing wages or closing down their ser- 
vices altogether. The award of the Arbi- 
tration Tribunal provides the only way 
out of the difficulty in Ireland—for the 
present, at any rate. £3,000,000 is a good 
deal of money, but it will not last for 
ever, and the companies must reduce their 
working expenses in order not so much to 
be able to pay dividends to their share- 
holders as to pay their way. One means 
to that end is the extension of working 
hours, and the fact that a tribunal, com- 
posed equally of workers and employers, 
has recommended it is a good augury for 
the future relations between Labour and 
Capital an this country. 

The future of the Irish railways, like 
that of everything else in this country, 
cannot be foretold at present. Whatever 
form the settlement of our political prob- 
lem may take, the question of the railways 
will be one of the very first matters with 
which any new Government will be re- 
quired to,deal. The present award of the 
Arbitration Tribunal, therefore, can only 
be regarded as a temporary expedient to 
tide the railways over the period which 
must elapse between the end of the British 
Government's control and the beginning of 
a totally new régime. For this reason, and 
because it is vitally necessary that at this 
stage of Ireland’s history she shall enjoy 
complete industrial peace, we hope that 
the award will be accepted without demur 
by all those who are concerned in the 
Irish railways. An efficient railway ser- 
vice is one of the greatest essentials to the 
prosperity of a State, and the efficiency of 
any service depends to a large extent upon 
the contentment of the people who are 
employed in it. Nothing but the most 
intimate and loyal co-operation between 
the companies and their workers can 
restore the Irish railways to real pros- 
perity. Economic laws must be observed 
to the letter, and everybody—be he share- 
holder, manager, or worker—must be pre- 
pared to make temporary sacrifices in order 
to hasten the day of complete recovery. 
The award of the Arbitration Tribunal is a 
compromise, and there can be no doubt 
concerning its essential fairness. It will 
save: the railway companies from in- 
solyency, and ultimately will secure 
standardisation of wages for the railway- 
men. That the Tribunal should give its 
verdict against the maintenance of a uni- 
versa] eight-hours’ day was inevitable ‘rom 
the beginning. Had it decided otherwise, 
the fate of the Irish railways would have 
been sealed. We may hope now that all 
parties to the bargain will set to work with 
a will, and that, pending the final settle- 
ment of our political difficulties, the rail- 
ways will do their share in laying the 
foundations of Ireland’s peace. 


German Finance. 


Since the 3lst ultimo, when Germany 
paid the equivalent of £50,000,000 in gold 
to the Allies, the value of the mark 
has fallen enormously. Some financial 
experts have prophesied that the Republic 
cannot “ carry on ” under such conditions, 
and that within a few months it must 
become bankrupt. Others take the op- 
posite view. The optimists, we believe, 
are in the right. No person who has read 
the series of articles which we published 
during the last few weeks can doubt that 
Germany has abundant faith in her ability 
to restore her industries and to meet the 
Allies’ demands. Every man in the 
country. is working willingly, and the 
sole aim of the people is to rid themselves 
of the burden of debt as quickly as pos- 
sible. All the banks, it seems, have 
stacks of orders to buy stocks and shares 
for customers and cannot find time to 
fulfil them. Everybody is saving money 
and rushing to invest it in German com- 
panies. The newspapers publish daily 
lists of industrial enterprises which ac- 
knowledge that they made twice as much 
profit during the last twelve months as 
they made in the preceding year. Divi- 
dends of fifteen to twenty per cent., fre 
quently with bonuses, are quite normal, 
and financial newspapers contain columns 
of announcements by companies that their 
capital must be doubled or trebled. In 
every case the same reason is given—ex- 
panding trade, One company, for instance, 
whose works are at Chemnitr, declares 
that it must get more capital because it 
has received orders from England for 
thirty thousand motor cars. All these ap- 
peals to the investing public are meeting 
with a good response. That, surely, is 
the clearest proof that we could get of 
industrial Germany s faith in herself. A 
fall in the mark was expected when the 
Allies’ demand was met, and it has not 
been so heavy as some experts anticipated. 
No person can explain exactly why there 
should have been such a violent fluctua- 
tion; but the main factor seems to have 
been the extraordinary rush of speculation. 
The Government has taken effective steps 
to restore stability by closing the Bourse, 
and there can be little doubt that in the 
course of a few weeks normal conditions 
will return. Already the dollar has fallen 
from 104 marks to 97. The one point 
which emerges clearly is that it would be 
a benefit if the Allies and Germany could 
agree to keep the date of future payments 
on account of reparations a profound 
secret. If that were done there could not 
be a stampede to exchange marks for 
dollars or pounds. It would also be an 
advantage if the Allied financiers were to 
make further study of the German mone- 
tary system. 


Mr. Chaplin. 


London worked itself into a frenzy on 
Saturday when ‘“Charlie’’ Chaplin 
arrived. He declared that he had crossed 
the Atlantic for & rest, and that he had 
expected that a few school children might 
assemble to welcome him. Instead, he 
found the precincts of Waterloo Station. 
thronged with seething masses and the 
route to his hotel lined with cheering 
crowds. Men, women, and children fought 
for a glimpse of him, and the few persons 
who managed to elude his bodyguard and 
shake hands with him regarded themselves 
as exceedingly fortunate. It was a recep- 
tion which Kings and Presidents might 
have envied, and it was sadly out of pro- 
portion. We do not deny that Mr. Chaplin 
deserved a hearty welcome to hi 
city. He is a modern Dick Whittington.

of fortune, and he “ made good ’’ almost 


‘| immediately. He is a king among mirth- 


makers. The antics of the little man with 
the pale, rather melancholy face, the 
mop of black curly hair, the absurd 
moustache, the “east and west” feet, the 
trousers, and the deplorable bowler 

have made millions laugh. His broad 
appeals irresistibly to the people 

of every country. Superior persons may 
call it vulgar, but it is clean; and it has 
been of immense service in these islands. 
During the war, when the country’s fate 
hung in the balance and the public was 
depressed, it did everybody good to go to 
the “pictures ' and laugh at “ Charlie.” 
For that we owe Mr. Chaplin more than 
the money that so many of us have spent 
to see his queer contortions. Yet it can 
hardly be doubted that London gave him 
more than his due. We cannot resist the 
feeling that the smart “publicity men ”' 
knew all about it. For several weeks 
before Mr. Chaplin sailed from New York 
Many newspapers had devoted colufnns 
every day to his history. They anearthed 
at least a dozen schoolmasters who claimed 
to have taught the comedian how to read 
and write, and hundreds of persons who 
claimed to have befriended him when he 
was obscure and penniless. Moreover, 
they told us what he wears when he is 
not acting, how many grey hairs are in 


his head, what he likes to eat and the 


literature that he reads. One wonders 
whether ‘Charlie’; knew of their 
activities, and whether he really returned 
home for a “ rest.”’ 


New Hospital Scheme. 


On November 1st, three of the largest 

hospitals in London will launch a scheme 
which has a two-fold object. In the first 
place, they aim at “extending the advan- 
tages of the higher resources of medicine 
to classes of the community which have 
not at present easy access thereto”’; and, 
in the second place, they hope to restore 
their finances to a healthy state. In brief, 
their proposal is to give persons with 
incomes between £250 and £500 per 
annum, who will pay an annual subscrip- 
tion of from £1 to £2, as well as persons 
insured under the National Insurance 
Acts, irrespective of their incomes, means 
of obtaining medical aid for themselves or 
their families, in addition to that which 
their own doctors can render. The scheme 
provides for consultations at the hospitals, 
for nursing and dental assistance, for 
X-ray examination, massage, electrical 
and radium treatment, and the like. The 
idea is excellent. The annual subscription 
is so small that very few members of the 
community will not be able to afford it, 
and the benefits which the scheme will 
confer are so great that a large number of 
applicants is expected. There is no doubt 
that this experiment will be watched with 
the closest interest throughout the King- 
dom, and nowhere more keenly than in 
Dublin. Here, as in London, the volun- 
tary hospitals are in a very bad way, and, 
sooner or later, some system must be de- 
vised for putting them on a proper finan- 
cial basis. The Chinese used to have a 
plan of paying their doctors when they 
were in good health,. and ceasing payment 
as soon as they fell ill. It was a good 
‘our and the proposal of the London 
onitals is a modern adaptation of the 
same principle. We hope that the 
hospitals concerned will reap a rich 
reward from their enterprise, and if the 
scheme should prove to be a success—as we 
feel sure it will be—the Dublin hospitals 
would be well advised to give it a trial. 


WAR MEMORIAL UNVEILED.

KINGSTOWN PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH, 


_To the memory of members of the congrega- 
tion of Kingstown Presbyterian Church who lost 
their lives in the great war a beautiful stained 

lass window was unveiled in that church yester- 

y morning by the Rev. D. H. Hanson. Mr. 
Hanson was a chaplain in the Ulster Division 
during the war, and subsequent to the armistice 
carried on special work among the troops, for 
which he received the C.B.E. 

The memorial window consists of two panels. 
The one on the left, near the organ, is a re- 
production of Andrea Mentayne’s famous picture 
in Venice of St. George and the Dragon. The 
knight, in full armour, leans on his broken 
spear, the head of which is in the body of the 
monster at his feet. This panel is symbolical 
of the grimness of the conflict. The other panel 
is f on a Florentine medallion called 
“The Kneeling Knight.” He is seen kneeling 
and receiving from the hands of an lic 
figure the crown of victory. Conflict and victory 
are the main ideas of the window. There are 
added the badges of the regiments to which the 
young men belonged, and over all are the Royal 
arms. inscription is as follows :—‘‘ They 
counted not their lives dear unto them. Their 
names shall be held in everlasting remembrance. 
To the glory of God and in grateful memory of 
Alan Brabason, Leinster Regiment; John W. 
McFarland, C.M.R. (Canadian Mounted Rifles); 
Thomas W. McFerran, R.F.C. (Royal Flying 
Corps) ; Richard T. Sutton, R.I.F. (Royal Innis- 
is Fusiliers); Edward Weatherall, R.D.F. 
( Dublin Fusiliers), who, in the great war, 
1914-1918, made the supreme sacrifice. Erected 
by members of this congregation.” 

When the window had been unveiled the choir 
sang the anthem “Blessed are the departed,” 
and afterwards the congregation joined in sing- 
ing the hymn “ Now the labourer’s task is o’er.”’

LONDON CORRESPONDENCE.

Sincere regret will be felt at unex- 
ected death of the Marquis of Milford 
Haven, better known as Louis of 
atten Everybody was delighted 
when a few weeks he was specially 
romoted to the rank of Admiral of the 
Fleet, It was a well-earned reward for 
the fine work which he did as First Sea 
Lord at the opening of the war, and for 
his dignified self-abnegation in resigning 
his post when some of our ee? riots 
protested against its bein ld by a 
“German.” As a matter of fact, he left 
Germany when he had barely entered his 
“i'teens,” and had been & naturalised 

British subject for over fifty years. 


Naturally, there is no new development 
on this side regarding the Irish situation, 
but there is much speculation as to the 
Sinn Fein leader's reply to the Cabinet's 
invitation, and among those who have care- 
fully followed their previous actions 4 
certain amount of anxiety. The man in 
the street takes it for granted that, hav- 
ing received a magnificent offer, Mr. de 
Valera and his colleagues will accept it. 
The man in the study is not quite so sure. 

It is stated with an air of authority 
that, whatever may be the nature of the 
Sinn Fein reply, the Cabinet will not be 
summoned to consider it. Should it be, 
as most people expect, an acceptance of 
the offer,.the conference will be held in 
due course. Should it, unhappily, be a 
refusal, the Prime Minister has full 
powers to terminate the negotiations forth- 
with and to take such action as may be 
necessary. 

No man is better qualified than Mr. 
Lloyd George, chethee by character or ex- 

erience, to bear such undivided responsi- 
bility. In his mental equipment con- 
ciliation and pugnacity are strongly com- 
bined. He would always prefer to = 
suade a foe rather than defeat him ; but, 
if persuasion fails, he will fight with every 
weapon at his command. In 1914 he was 
almost the last Minister to believe that 
war with Germany was inevitable, but, as 
soon as he was convinced—well, every- 
body knows with what. zeal he threw him- 
self into the conflict. 

Then, again, he has 
knowledge of affairs. For nearly sixteen 
years, without a break, he has been a 
Cabinet Minister, and, therefore, fully con- 
versant with the details of- political his- 
tory which most of us can only guess at. 
Only Mr. Balfour? has a longer Ministerial 
experience, and his periods of office were 
not continuous. The Prime Minister had 
served at the Board of Trade, the Ex- 
chequer, and the War Office (not to 
mention the Ministry of Munitions) before 
he became head of the Government, and 
has, consequently, an acquaintance with 
administrative machinery which few of his 
predecessors have enjoyed in equal 
measure. If action is required he, if any- 
one, will know how to nai it prompt and 
effective. 

An Irish correspondent of the New 
Statesman draws an inference from Mr. de 
Valera's recent assertion that the work of 
Pitt constitutes the main obstacle to a real 
natural union between Great Britain and 
Ireland. “Hitherto,’’ he points out, 
“Sinn Fein has maintained that the essen- 
tial preliminary was the undoing of the 
work, not of Pitt, but of Strongbow. The 
obvious construction of Mr. de Valera’s 
words is that a solution may be found by 
a return to Grattan’s policy of an inde- 
pendent Ireland, bound to Great Britain 
by the common link of the Crown. 

The superfine may lift their eyebrows at 
the ecstatic welcome accorded to Mr. Charles 
Chaplin by the London crowds, but there 
is really nothing very surprising about it. 
After all, he has Éire given more 
sheer, mir vii delight to more 
people than any other man who ever lived 
—partly, because of his native genius, but 
chiefly, of course, because of the 
mechanical invention which has enabled 
millions to enjoy it simultaneously. 

London has a special right to acclaim 
him, for is he not a Cockney born, who, 
probably, owes no small part of his success 
to the early training in the arts of swilt 
evasion and rapid repartee gained in the 
streets and alleys of Kennington? 
“Charlie’’ is, in fact, the street arab 
raised to the “nth’’ power, and, in his 
latest creation, “The Kid,” he has found 
a youthful collaborator who must be very 
like what he was himself some twenty 
years ago. 

Although the Australian cricketers 
finished their tour with a couple of 
defeats—both by very narrow margins— 
they may be congratulated on a very re 
markable record. No doubt, they were 
helped by our unusual summer, for it was 
noticeable that their bowling largely lost 
its terrors when the rain took the fire out 
of the ground. But their batting was good 
all through, and their fielding up to the 
best Australian standard. On the whole, 
1 am inclined to think that, with English 
cricket a little below its best, they would 
have managed, even in normal British 
weather, to retain the “ ashes. 

The spell of unusually warm weather is 
affecting the attendances at football 
matches throughout the country. The 
crowds are still large, but in most cases 
they show a falling off up to 26 per cent., 
compared with the numbers who witnessed 
similar matches last year. In addition to 
unsuitable football weather, other causes 
contributing to this result are unemploy- 
ment and the increase which has been 
made in many cases in the charge for 
admission. Those closely concerned with 
League football, however, blame the high 
temperature for the major portion of the 
decrease, and believe that when the ther- 
mometer drops to a more normal level 
attendances will revert to the figures at 
which they stood last year. 


No trials have yet been made with Mr. 
Louis Brennan’s helicopter, which is being 
constructed behind a screen of secrecy at 
vats a iy 2 The Air Ministry will, 
probably, heed the lesson of the trial of 
the floating tank in the Thames a few days 
ago. The tank was fitted with floats, 
which were found to be quite adequate to 
support the great mass of metal when 
tested on a lake, but, as soon as a test 
was made on the river, the tank went to 
the bottom, and the two occupants were 
only rescued with difficulty. After such a 
result, the Air Ministry will not be in a 
hurry to put their helicopter to the test 
of actual flight until reasonably assured 
that risk of accident, which cannot be 
eliminated, has at least been minimised. 

In connection with the pilot of the heli- 
copter, I recently mentioned that he at one 
time held the grading of Sergeant Pilot in 
the R.F.C., and that the intention to 
create a large body of N.C.O. pilots was 
abandoned before many men had qualified. 
Curiously enough, the Air Ministry has 
just decided to revive the idea, and a num- 
ber of N.C.O.’s are to be given the oppor- 
tunity of becoming pilots, with the rank 
of sergeant pilot. igh qualifications are 
demanded from candidates for this grad- 
ing, and the age limit is fixed at twenty- 
five. The R.A.F. is not suffering from any 
lack of recruits, and the future is being 
provided for by the enlistment of a number 
of boys for a period of three years’ train- 
ing. A party of five hundred left London 
yesterday afternoon for the R:A.F. school 
of technical training at Cranwell, Lincoln. 
shire. They had all passed a qnalifyine 
examination, held either vil Ser- 
vice Commissioners or by the Air Ministry, 
and represented an excel type of boy- 
hood which should enable the Air Force 
to maintain the standard which was aitned 
at by the R.F.C. in the early days of its 
existence for being as smart as the Guards 
and as efficient as the Engineers.
